portance unexplained, gives plenty of scope for speculation, but there is nb 
further talk 'of a memorial service at St. Pauls for the massacred diplomats. 


There is nothing- to show why the attacks on the legations ceased July 16, 


nor to show the state of supplies except the Japanese message which mentions 
the «nd of the m'onth (today) as the limit of resistance nor why messages 
have ntot been allowed to come freely. 


Probably the Chinese contention will be that the government has not yet 


been able entirely to gain the upper hand 'of the imperial troops who rebelled. 


The latest news demonstrates that Genteral Yung Lu and the moderates, if 


unable to quite suppress the rising, were at last able to interpose between 
the ministers and Tuanites so as to prevent the threatened destruction of the 


foreign colony. 


Should the existence 'of some such stronlg nucelus of orderly government be 


found it is felt here it will enormously simplify the problem. 


Telegrams from Shanghai reiterate that the empress left Pekin three weeks 


a~o and wHl proclaim Si Ngan Fu the capital when Pekin falls. 


The Chinese nevertheless, profess confidence that the jealousies of the pow-

The em- 
peror and empress are reported at 
Pekln." 


The effect of Monday's news from 


China was to freshen the hope that the 
government can Boon get in direct com- 
munication with Ministar Conger. The 
mass of testimony as to his being alive 
as late as the 22d inst. is- now so great as 
to warrant the department in resuming 
the consideration o-f projects for the 
future. 


With all of Its anxiety to g>et Mr. 


Conger and the Americans in Pekin 
«af ely away, the department Is proceed- 
ing with proper caution, and Is by no 
means disposed to accept any proposi- 
tion that woulfl unduly jeopardize their 
lives. 
Such. n-Jght be the result of an 


Offhand proposition to have the Chinese 
government deliver the foreign ministers 
at Tien Tsln, for it is realized that the 
•scort might be overpowered by superior 
forces of Boxers on the way to the sea. 


The state department has come to the 


Conclusion that Mr. Conger is the beat 
person to judge of the conditions under 
which his deliverance shall be effected, 
and, therefore, it is again looking to the 
Chinese government to place it In com- 
munication with Mr. Conger, in order 
tha;t It may be advised by him. 
That 


requirement wae the first of the condi- 
tions laid down by President McKlnl«y, 
in his answer to the appeal of the Chi- 
nese emperor, so that the situation, dip- 
lomatically, cannot be said to have been 
materially changed by the developments 
Of Monday. 


The state department was Inclined to 


regard Consul Fowler's communication 
as the most valuable piece of confirma- 
tory evidence yet received touching the 
safety of the Pekin diplomats. Up to a 
late hour no answer had been received 
to the second Conger nveisa^re, but, in 
view of Congul Fowler's news the offi- 
cials were inclined to look forward to 
an early reply. 


It is known here that Germany Is one

GREATLY BENEFITED BY RAIN. 


Favorable Weather Hat Caused Substantial 


Growth ol New England Crops. 


Boston, July 31.—Following is a state- 


ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents throughout the 
section, for the wwek ending July 30: 


The copious and widespread rain ol 


the 25th and 26th broke the drought 
which had already caused considerable 
damage in many sections, and the 
weather of the past week has been un- 
usually favorable for most crops. 


Under the favorable weather of the 


week the condition of all crops has im- 
proved, and the present outlook, in many 
sections, Is exceptionally promising. 
The rain came too late, in western Mas- 
sachusetts, to save eariy tobacco and po- 
tatoes; it was too late in Rhode Island 
and Connecticut to save smaller vege- 
tables, and especially those planted on 
the high sandy soils. 
More rain is 


greatly needed in these states. 


Meadows, where mown, are again be- 


coming green, and the outlook is promis- 
ing in many sections for a second crop 
of hay. 
Pasturage has improved and 


the outlook is very favorable for grazing. 
Owing to the shortage in the hay yield, 
corn is being extensively planted, partic- 
ularly in Massachusetts, for ensilage. 


Oats and rye are headed well, and an 


average crop is reported. 
The indica- 


tions now promise a full crop of corn. 


The berry crop will probably be below 


the yield anticipated, but some localities 
report extraordinary quantities of black- 
berries and blueberries. 
There is an 


abundance of wild varieties. 
In some 


parts of the section apples continue to 
drop, but the lo^ from this cause has 
been considerably checked by the rain, 
and those remaining on the trees are 
reported to be free from worms. 
All 


fruits in Vermont and Maine axe re- 
ported to be in excellent condition. 


The conditions bave been exceptionally

There are several methods by which 


mines and torpedoes anchored in har- 
bors may be detected, bnt it is very dan- 
gerous and difficult work, arid its suc- 
cess depends largely upon the circum- 
stances and ''he condition of the water 
and the bottom of the bay in which they 
are placed. Sometimes they are discov- 
ered by dragging with a kedge. Some- 
times they oaii be seen when the -water 
is clear, and in oitJer to assist the natu- 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob- 
server so that he caa have a better view 
of the bottom. There are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced. The most effective ia called 
" countermining"—that is, the explo- 
sion of torpedoes in the water, which 
by their detonation canse the mines to 
explode.—Chicago Record.

No special precautions had been taken. 


Very few police were in attendanre, and 
only a small guard of soldiers was keep- 
ing the way for the carriages. The king, 
amid the cheers of the crowd, canae out 
smiling, accompanied by General Pon- 
zio-Vaglia. 
He had entered the car- 


riage and was Just driving off, when the 
revolver shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession. 
The first shot wounded tha 


king in the neck, the second, the fatai 
one, pierced his heart, and the third 
broke the arm of the already dying sov- 
ereign. 


The crowd was stunned by the un- 


expected scene, but speedily a. rush waa j 
made toward the assassin. He did not 
attempt to escape, and was roughly 
handled until the carabineers formed a 
cordon and secured him from the fury of 
the people. 


The assassin, on reaching the guard 


room of the caribineers, was In bad con- • 
dition, his hands and arms being lacer- 
] 


ated and bloody, and his clothes torn 
by the angry crowd. Replying to ques- ' 
tions he hissed through his clenched 
teeth.: 
"Tell them I came from Amer- ' 


ica on purpose to kill King Humbert. I 
have only-just arrived from America and ' 
know no one. 
I spent a day" at Bologna 


and then oame in to Milan." 
I 


A search, made a/t his home at Prato, 


resulted in the finding of several com- 
promising letters from New York. One 
Signed by a woman was dated June 25. 
In this letter the writer asks whether all 
is ready, and expresses a hope that ha 
will soon return* 
Bressl had been ab- 


sent from Prato for six or seven years. 
His parents live tliere, and he has a 
brother in an Italian infantry regiment 


Bressl a Pronounced Anarchist.

head of the Italian anarchists, was in 
Paterson, and during his stay Sperandi- 
no and Bressi were his companions, and 
they showed him about the city, and in- 
troduced him to others in the city, and 
who were his mentors there. 
It would 


seem that his friend having faltered at 
regicide, Bressi took up his burden 
where Sperandino refused it, and went 
across the ocean to carry out the de- 
cree that Humbert should die. 


In manners Bressl was quiet 
His 


home was in Hoboken, where h,is wife 
and little girl live. 
He never brought 


them to Paterson. 
He roomed right in 


the centre of the anarchist section. To 
some it was known that his radical ideas 
weire extreme, and that he was of the 
Inner circle of the anarchists. 


Paterson has long been a hot-Bed of 


anarchists. There is a strong socialistic 
element and the anarchists formerly 
worked with this element without aljow- 
ing the socialists to know that it had 
the support of the violent ones.

and failing, dropped aiway from

the ashes, when squirted into the 
throat of the patient, by means of a 
bamboo tube, are said to effect a cer- 
tain and immediate cure. 


Black spiders are evidently full of 


medicinal virtue, for they are largely 
employed in the treatment of ague as 
well. In Somersetshire, if one is af- 
flicted with the unpleasant ailment, 
the way to get well is to shut up a 
large black spider in a box and leave 
it there till it dies. At the moment 
of its decease the ague should disap- 
pear. In Sussex the treatment is more 
heroic; the patient must swallow the 
spider.

Over $300vOOO has been spent by the 
regents of the new college in securing 
a building and providing accommoda- 
tion for the students. Thousands of 
textbooks have been ordered from the 
States, and they are expected daily, 
says the Manila Freedom. The build- 
Ing chosen in San Miguel was consid- 
ered too small, and the regents have 
purchased a large and commodious 
building at 223 Dulumbayan, where 
there is plenty of room for 500 pupils. 


The faculty have a great deal of work 


on their hands at the present time ar- 
ranging the different grades and class- 
es. Among the 350 students there are 
many who have not been attending 
any institution of learning for some 
years, and it is necessary out of the 
entire number to find out just at what 
stage of advancement they have ar- 
rived before deciding to which gtade 
they belong. The greatest care is be- 
ing exercised iu this regard, as a good 
beginning will be one of the principal 
elements upon which the success of the 
Institution vntt be based. A large staff 
of clerks are busy arranging a conven- 
ient programme of class work, and 
when actual teaching commences there 
Will be no hitch. The regents are now 
negotiating for a full stock of school 
appurtenances and instruments to be 
-js&u In the study of chemistry, and 
every effort Is being made to%ecure the 
latest and most improved textbooks 
on all subjects. 


The establishment of the Llceo marks 


a new era in the educational work 
among the Filipinos. They have never 
had a nonsectarian institution, and its 
establishment proves that the people 
are beginning to appreciate the advan- 
tages of American institutions.

How a millionaire Shipowner 'Will \ 


Search For Hts Daaghters' Bodies. 
\ 


Captain James Corrigan, the million- 


aire shipowner of Cleveland, is frantic 
with grief at the failure of wreck- i 
era to find the bodies of his two 
daughters, Ida and Jane, who were 
lost with four others when the yacht 
Idler was sunk a few weeks ago. 


Corrigan has recovered four bodies 


so far—those of nis wife, his daughter 
Etlid, their aunt, Mrs. Charles Biley, 
and her baby. To find the two that 
are yet at the bottom of the lake he 
Is prepared to spend a fortune. He 
has equipped a remarkable boat to 
make the search, says the New York 
Journal, using ideas that have never 
been used before in exploring a water 
bottom, but Vhicb, no doubt, will be 
used by wreckers hereafter. 


Corrigan took an ordinary dredging 


scow CO feet long and 20 feet wide. 
It has a flat bottom. In the bottom of 
the scow he built two glass deadlights 
six feet square so that he can look 
down Into the water. When the ob- 
server gets below the rippling surface 
It is not difficult to see a long distance. 


The Scow has aboard an electric light 


plant capable of supply 40 incandes- 
cent lamps. These lights are to be 
lowered from the scow to the bottom 
of the lake, illuminating it so that the 
bodies will be visible. If they have 
not been swept away by currents, they 
may be placed. Captain Corrigau, 
whoso family was almost wiped out 
by the wreck, will sit at the deadlights 
looking down into the lake, expecting 
every moment to see the faces of his 
dead .daughters. 


which death may come to mortal man? j 
Not by nre, nor by water, nor by gun- 
shot. 
These are mere pleasures to 


some of the deaths by which you may 
die. 


The most agonizing of all. is caused 


by an insect half the size of a pea—a 
small bla^k spider. It lives in Peru 
and South Australia, but a. fow speci- 
mens have reached Europe and Amer- 
ica in shiploads of timber. Not long 
ago a dock laborer was unlucky 
enough to_come upon one in the Vic- 
toria docks while unloading a bark. 
The tiny death dealer dropped upon 
the back of hie hand and dug its fangs 
Into his fiesh. The bite itself was noth- 
ing, but as soon ae the poison began to 
work the man fainted with pain. Soon 
afterward he came to and lived three 
days before the ond came. 


This spider's venom scorches up the 


blood vessels and spreads through all 
the tissues, causing the most fearful 
agony a human being can have to bear. 
The worst of it is that the victim lives 
at least two days, enduring unthinka- 
ble anguish the whole time. This spi- 
der is lucklJy not common. It is known 
as the "specky," and when a man who 
knows what the bite means la bitten he 
generally blows out his brains. 


Another fearful death is caused by 


eating a grain called "bhut." 
This 


sometimes gets mixed with rice, which 
It resembles. The plant grows in the 
east, and a_few grains of it will drive 
one Into a state of violent mania. The 
victim becomes drowny at first and aft- 
erward hilarious, then he goes stark, 
staring mad and tears himself literally 
to pieces with his fingers, biting mouth- 
fuls out of his limbs. It i§ bad enough 
to see such a case, but aa for experi- 
encing it— 


This grain is only found in remote 


parts of the east, but both white men 
and natives are killed by it occasion- 
ally in the east, for the plant grows is 
with the rice crops and can scarcely be 
told apart, but that the dried grain is 
of a reddish color. 


Of course falling into a vat of boiling 


metal, as unfortunate workmen some- 
times do, sounds bad enough, but it is 
mercifully quick. There is a South 
American vine called the "knotter," 
which is far worse. It twines arouad 
any living thing that comes within 
reach, twisting its long tentacles abont 
a man as a devilfish might 
These 


tentacles sear and burn into the flesh 
like white hot wires, and the victim is 
dragged into the heart of the foliage 
and his juices slowly drained, as a 
epider sucks the blood of a fly. 


All say that the pain is worse than 


they could have believed it possible 
for a man to feel. The "knotter" is 
well known to scientists and is, In fact, 
a sort of huge flytrap plant. Those 
who have strong instincts of cruelty, 
coupled with curiosity, sometimes force 
a dog into the grip of the "knotter" to 
.watch the effects, which are too hprri- 
ble to describe in detail. 


Again, there is nothing very much 


worse than hydrophobia, when genu- 
ine. Tne patient often lives for days 
in the acute stage and in his last hpars 
Is simply tied up in knots and bent 
backward and forward like a bow. 
It is a very rare disease with Ixuman 
beings, for most people bitten by rabid 
dogs, a small number at most escape 
It In extreme cases the patient act- 
ually snarls and bays like any hound, 
and, next to experiencing it the worst 
thing is to watch a case. It is as dis- 
tressing a spectacle as any man could 
witness. 


There is a snake called the "lancer," 


which lives in South America, and is 
very ready with its fangs. It is a small, 
brown, insignificant beast, but its bite 
induces a sort of Imaginary swelling 
all over the victim's body. lie feels 
as if every Inch of him were being 
Btrained to breaking point, and the 
agony which results is too awful for 
words. 
Generally, however, the ex- 


cess of pain drives the bitten man mad 
before very long, and In four hours he 
dies—a senseless imbecile. 


But, all said and done, perhaps there 


Is no death much worse than by the 
common disease of cancer, which 
gnaws at the patient's vitals through 
month after month of unceasing ago- 
ny and slays its victim at last through 
cheer exhaustion.-—London Spectator. 


Interpreter Tell* of Precan* 


•iions Takuu to Protect tbe Ladle* 
of the LetjKtloii 3'ront Boxers—Nar- 
row EKOitjse ot Some of the Stu- 
deutt)—Eimpretta Dowager's Decree. 
The London Times, delivered the 


other morning, published two private 
letters written by a student interpre- 
ter in the Brltifch legation in Peking on 
the 10th and llth of June. The fol- 
lowing are ei.tra.ets: 


The firat is dated at the British lega- 


tion, Poking, 1 a. m., Sunday morning, 
June 10: Tilings are stirring with us 
up here ju&t now, and as everything 
will probably have quieted down aguiu 
by the time you get this, there is no 
fear of my frightening you by telling 
you all about it. I have been writing 
homo to you regularly by the foreign 
office bags lately, but aa we are 1're- 
Queutly cut off from railway communi- 
cation with Tieu-tsln, and the mails can 
go only very irregularly, I am afraid 
that my letters may possibly have ar- 
rived very erratically, if at all. Well, 
the fact of the matter is this—the Box- 
ers have been growing and getting 
more cheeky every day. They have 
massacred any amount of native Chris- 
tians, as well as two of our misionaries, 
they have cut oft railway communica- 
tion with Tien-tsin for the last week, 
burned down several large places quite 
near Poking, anfl the latest dastardly 
outrage is the burning of our race 
course grand stand, which took place 
lust night. Some of our fellows went 
out to the course this afternoon to see 
what •was going oil and narrowly es- 
capod being cut off "by several bands 
of Boxers. They had to ride for it to 
get through, and a student had to pot 
one with his revolver to save himself 
from decapitation. 


This sort of thing has been going on 


with us for some time, and though 
rather fun for us safely In here, was 
not much of a joke for the scattered 
foreigners and missionaries. I told 
you In my last letter about the arrival 
of the guards and\so on, and how we 
felt safe enough from Boxers or any 
one el&e with them, but tonight we are

quarter o' Wallace." In this way the 
contribution was used, first working 
down from the beginning, then up- 
.ward from the end.—London Academy.

course, been lately putting their great 
feet down heavily, and have probably 
spoken, pretty plainly to the tsung-li- 
yamen. Missionaries have been flock- 
ing into our legation yesterday and to- 
day, and are camped about anywhere, 
but tonight, most unexpectedly for 
those of us who were not "in tha 
know," every lady In Peking, customs 
and all, came in to see us, and most 
rigid precautions were taken against 
a surprise, and this is the reason there- 
of: A minister of the tsung-li-yamen 
today told 
that the empress dow- 


ager had come In this afternoon from 
the summer palace in a towering rage 
at the high handed way in which the 
foreigners had been bossing things up 
here, that she had taken the bit be- 
tween her teeth, and was not going to 
lump it any longer, and, with her 9,000 
or 10,000 soldiers at her back, had de- 
creed that every foreigner in Peking 
was to be massacred tonight. 


That there must be some fairly solid 


foundation in the scare is evident from 
the fact that Sir Robert Hart, who 
probably knows the Chinamen if any 
one does, has ordered every one of his 
customs ladies straight off into our le- 
gation, after most tearful farewells to 
their husbands and friends, and that 
nearly every unattached Britisher has | 
been ordered in here, and we are all in 
a state of great excitement We have, 


i of course, all had Martinis and ammu- 


nition served out to us and have all 
had our posts assigned in ease of at- 
tack for the last fortnight, and tonight 
everybody is fairly on the qui vive. 
Our legation ladies are Al—just as 
plucky as possible. We have a good

gether, but the foreign legations and i 
BO on are too much scattered to be eas- 
ily defended. If this scare Is true and 
there is on organized attack on us to- 
night by 9,000 or 10,000 troops, we will, 
I fear, have a poor chance. We are all 
well armed and, with our marines and 
their Maxims, will he able to give them 
a jolly poor time, but 1 do not see how 
we can hold out for any time against a 
large force.

Nothing exciting happened !.i t night. 
I heard the military horus tooting 
through the night up toward the Im- 
perial City, so the troops must evident- 
ly have been mobilising during _the 


night. Everything is so uncertain and 
disturbed that goodness only knows 
what is going to happen next 
The 


city is full of picturesque, wild looking 
troops, who may be used only to sup- 
press the Boxers or may be used 
against us. We hear today that an- 
other large detachment of guards, In- 
cluding 300 Britishers, are on their 
way from Tien-tsin by train, repair- 
ing the line as they com.e. The au- 
thorities seem to expect them today, 
but are so jolly reticent about It that 
we do not know much. The Chinese 
have mounted big guns on the Chien 
Men gate, the main gate into the city, 
trained down the big street leading 
through it, and if they intend to oppose 
our men, then, by Jove, the fun will 
begin. Our fellows will certainly hava 
their work cut out to get in at us then, 
as if the gales are shut the Chinese 
could easily keep out a large force for 
some lime. The Chinese soldiers are, 
of course, wretched, unpaid sort c-f 
creatures, who may mutiny or do any- 
thing else at a minute's notice, but I 
have lately seen some very fafrly 
smart looking squadrons of cavalry, 
all armed with Mauser rifles, and real- 
ly looking as if they had something ia 
tiiem. I have just heard that no more 
telegrams can be sent off, but do not 
know if it=-is because the wires have 
been cut by the Boxers or somebody 
outside, or if the dowager empress haa 
given orders that foreign telegrams 
are not to be sent. 


Monday Evening.—I really must fin* 


ish this off now and send it to take its 
chance of reaching you. which 4s, I 
fear, not very great The' mails are 
now being sent down to Tien-tsin by 
courier on a donkey, and I expect only 
about half the letters we send will 
reach their destination. The fun is by 
no means over yet 
Last night we 


heard that the foreign troops had got 
through to Mackiapio, our railway sta- 
tion, so all of us students went down 
to the station as soon as the gates of 
tlip city were opened, at 4 o'clock this 
morning, with a'large convoy of carts 
and an escort of marines to bring them 
in in triumph. We got to the station, 
but foxind no sign of train or troops. 
We waited a bit and then returned 
with our convoy, and when we got 
back we found rumors floating about 
of a sharp engagement down the line 
about where it has been destroyed and 
our men would be. The funny part of 
the ioke is that there is absolutely no 
means of communication, and we have 
not the remotest idea of how far our 
men hare got or whether the reported 
engagement was between our men and 
the Boxers, the Boxers and Chinese 
troops, the Chinese troops opposing our 
men, or what it was. It's a rummy 
situation and no mistake.

ST. LOUIS' WORLD'S FAIR. 


It "Will Be Held. In 1SO3— Interest la 


tlie Event. 


Mr. Harold Johnson was recently in 


Washington on his way to Paris in the 
interest of the world's fair to be 
held in St. Louis in 1903. Congress, 
just before adjournment, appropriated 
$5,000,000 for .this exposition on con- 
dition that the citizens of St Louis 
should subscribe an equal amount. 
"That sum>" said Mr. Johnson, in con- 
versation with a Washington Star re- 
porter the other day, "is practically 
safe. I had a talk with the chairman 
of the finance committee the day before 
I left home, and he said that the sub- 
scriptions would be closed by Sept. 1. 
The amount subscribed will be over 
that required considerably, so as to: 
allow for such reductions as are always 
to be made under such circumstances; 
but I can say that our $5,000,000 is as- 
sured. Then we propose to issue $5,- 
000,000 in bonds, so that we will have a 
working capital of $15,000,000. With 
that and with the co-operation of for- 
eign governments which have been in- 
vited to participate, we believe that 
we can present an exposition that will 
even surpass that held in Chicago. 


"The occasion that this exposition 


will commemorate," continued Mr. 
Johnson, "is tiie one hundredth anni- 
versary of the Louisiana purchase. The 
stato of Missouri was a part of that 
purchase, and St. Louis, ae her chief 
city, is the proper place for holding the 
exposition. 
I am going to Paris to 


prepare the way for Governor Francis 
and some prominent people in the state 
who will go ovor in September. They 
will, of course, get many valuable sug- 
gestions from the exposition that is 
being held in the French capital, and 
we expect the SU Louis world's fair 
Will surpass siny previous exposition."

THE CIIAIICE AGAINST CHINA 


A dispatch from Berlin published in 
y«ptorday levjening's Transcrtj<t and 
giving the contents of a letter, dated 
July 21, from the German secretary of 
the legaton at Pekin, Is the first piece 
of trustworthy evidence that the for- 
eign ministers at Pekln are still alive. 
The Japanese had succeeded in getting 
similar proof a. f«T hours •arii«w. hut 
it was not so positive or so much to 
be rwlted upon. It would now seem 
to be e»tabl!»hed beyond doubt that 
the rnJnletttrs are well and that the dan- 
ger of massacre has passed for the 


being. The news comes from 


•ouroes other than Chinese and there- 
fare is to be given much more credence. 
It Is not conceivable that the Chinese 
were able to forge the letter purport- 
Ing to came from the German secretary 
of legation, and received at Tleni Tain 
by the German consul. While the in- 
cidents of the past month have pre- 
pared the western peoples to doubt the 
testimony of their own senses almost. 
It is not rational to keep on doubting 
tn face of this piece of new evidence. 
The German letter disposes of the 
Shanghai atory of massacre on the 
night of July 6 and reports the mem- 
bers of the legations are safe and com- 
paratively unmolested as late as July 
21. The opinion of the American state 
department, nearly abandoned a . few 
days ago, that the ministers were alive 
Is now shown to have been well found- 
ed, and the position and course of Sec- 
retary Hay is vindicated and aporovt.l 
even by Great Britain, which was thi 
most ggpptiM,! of all the powers. 


But a new and serious phase has 


came upon the troubled eastern situa- 
tion. The indications are that the min- 
isters are being held as hostas«s by 
the 
Chinese 
government. Imperial 


edicts are represented as stating- that 
it is unwise to escort them to Tien Tsia 
to the allies, that it is much wiser to 
hold them as hostages, making1 their 
lives the consideration iA the barjrain 
to be struck with the powers in set- 
tlement of the Chinese crime against 
treaty rights and the law of nations. It 
is well to bear in mind that this news 
comes from Shanghai, a most thor- 
oughly discredited source of informa- 
tion, but if it is founded on fact the 
proposition is monstrous. Nothing could 
be proposed that would more 
fully 


demonstrate the complete unfitness of a 
government to be accepted into the 
family of nations and accorded the 
rights and privileges of such accept- 
ance. Tlie minister is by diplomatic 
deduction almost the person of his. 
sovereign and the legation, by the same 
reasoning, is as the territory of the 
government which sends him to the 
court to which he is accredited. Vio- 
lation of either is not permitted. When 
all diplomatic intercourse is terminat- 
ed, even by war, the last resort of na- 
tions, the person of the minister and 
his liberty are sacredly guarded. The 
course is to hand him his passDorts 
and safely conduct him from the 
country. 


So far China has not even been con- 


sidered at war with tfye powers nor any 
one of them. By her own act of ad- 
dressing appeals to almost all of them 
she supports the idea that she is at 
peace with them Further, according 
to a recent note by Secretary Hay, ac- 
cepted by all tha governments-, the 
.powers subscribe to the declaration 
that they have no hostile intent to- 
wards the Chinese government, that 
they recognize only a state of rebellion 
in China, which imperils the lives and 
rights of their diplomatic representa- 
tives and citizens in China beyond the 
power of the Chinese government to 
safeguard them and that it-Is only the 
desire and purpose of £he allies to aid 
the Chinese government in restoring 
peace and re-establishing the condi- 
tion of tranquility and international 
intercourse which obtained prior to the 
breaking out of tne rebellion. Presi- 
dent McKiraley'e reply to Emperor 
Kwang Hsu's appeal for United States 
mediation set this forth plainly 


But now comes China, if rer>ort be 


true, not merely declaring war against 
the civilized nations, but proposing- to 
keep the ministers of the nations pris- 
oners in her capital, making their lives 
the price of failure to accede to her 
demands. The enormity of the offense 
precludes characterization. To take a 
step to maintain their lawful rights or 
national dignity is made by China a 
signal from the powers for the murder 
of their ministers. The thing is appall- 
ing. 
It justifies almost any course the 


powers may decide to take, individual- 
ly or collectively. 


If China adojjts this barbarous poli- 


cy the powers would be justified in 
secretly agreeing to accept her terms 
pending the time when the ministers 
and other foreigners wftre in a place of 
safety and then, turning face, repudiat- 
ing all agreements and literally blow- 
ing China out of tho map of Asia weu-e 
it possible. 
The ethics required in 


treatment of the highwayman or 
would-be assassin is more than should 
be required in treatment of China.

braved death oa the battlefield. Frank- 
lia sought not glory, but to save a hu- 
man life. There was a fire in the mine. 
The men were called out. Then they 
were about to shut qff the air in order 
to stop tbe flames, when it was learned 
that a lone miner was working deep in 
the mine beyond the point where the 
fire started and was then raging with 
growing strength. Here is the story 
of the subsequent events: 


Foreman Thomas immediately called 


for volunteers to go with him into the 
mine to rescue the man. Several at- 
tempts were made by different ones, 
but they were driven back by the 
flames, 
and tl -2 cry of "Powder!" 


caused a hasty retreat. 


Finally Heber Franklin, a young man 


whose work keeps him on the outside, 
said, "I will go." And accompanying 
Foreman 
Thomas he pressed 
on 


through the fire and found the man 
working away tamping a bole, entire- 
ly unconscious of the danger threaten- 
ing him. They succeeded In getting 
out of the mine safely, when the fan 
Was shut off and the dip closed up. 
The rescue was an act of great bravery 
on tne part of Franklin, as his work 
Uept him on the outside and he was 
unacquainted with the exact lay of the 
land inside, and the danger of suffoca- 
tion from bfack damp was great He 
was the only man of the many stand- 
Ing by whose nerve did not desert him. 


It is stated upon good authority that 


ten miuutes more of lost time would 
have resulted in the death of the miner 
who was at work and possibly a great 
loss to the company, as the supply of 
air could not be cut off while there was 
any hope of rescue, and this would 
have tended to feed the flames.—Salt 
Lake Herald. 


WASHINGTON'S LAST YEARS.

HI* Happy Life With HI* Wife 


Mount Vernon. 


At the time of his retirement to 


Mount Vernon, after the expiration of 
his term as president, "the tall figure 
of Washington was only slightly bent 
and he waa still supposed to weigh up- 
ward of 200 pounds," writes William 
Perrlne of "The Last Years of Wash- 
ington's Life" in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. 


"Excepting his gray hair and his 


false teeth and some trouble in hear- 
ing there was little of the usual ap- 
pearance of age in his muscular per- 
son, his gait and his $trong, pock- 
marked face. 
He was affable and 


merry with his best friends, but while 
he had the true hospitality of a south- 
ern gentleman In Inviting every vis- 
itor from a distance to his table or to a 
bed over night, his politeness was gen- 
erally formal. Yet if he particularly 
enjoyed the conversation of a guest he 
would pay him the compliment'of lis- 
tening to him until after 9 o'clock, or 
even of lighting him with the candle to 
a bedroom for the night. 


Mrs. Washington at this time was a 


healthy, pleasant and unostentatious 
little woman, still showing traces of 
good looks and with seldom any other 
thought tban of playing respectably 
her role of mistress of the house of a 
country gentleman, of caring for the 
negroes or of amusing herself with her 
knitting. She had great pride in her 
recipe for making 'cherry bounce,' 
and on a midsummer day she cut out 
82 pairs of breeches for tbe men work- 
ing on the farm. She had said that 
Bhe and the general felt like children 
Just released from school when he left 
the prosidency, and she told of her 
satisfaction in settling down again to 
the 'duties of an old fashioned Vir- 
ginia housekeeper, steady as a clock, 
busy as a bee and cheerful as a crick- 
et' "

THE OPEN MCJTH. 


Said to Be a Survival of Babyhood 


Tendencies, 


Hiram M. Stanley advances a new 


explanation of the tendency to open the 
mouth in surprise and astonishment. 
Darwin ascribed this tendency to tha 
intuitiMe desire for quietness and ef- 
fectiveness of breathing and to UK re 
relaxation of the muscles. Mr. Stanley, 
finds a deeper organic reason—namely, 
that the open mouth IB the attention 
sign, and is a primitive and constant 
reaction with the young of many ani- 
mals for the reception of food—for ex- 
ample, with birds. 


Any -sound or other stimulus immedi- 


ately causes the young bird to extend 
its mouth. With. young infants the 
same influence has often the same ef- 
fect. The mouth of the Infant under 
such stimulation usually assumes the 
sucking form, and its smile when the 
finger is pointed at it may be either 
nascent or degraded sucking. 


Mr, Stanley maintains that the com- 


mon and highly useful tendency of the 
very young to open the mouth to all 
stimuli, visual, aural, etc., continues as 
a survival in after life, being especially 
brought out with stimuli of high inten- 
sity and unusual quality and thus be- 
comes a mark of surprise and astonish- 
ment. 
It is a habit very common 


among boys and girls to open the 
mouth under any attention. The rise 
of smUing and laughter as connect- 
ed with wit ajid humor—at the basis of 
which lies surprise—thus declares it- I 
self as a kind of attention expression. 


Assuming that the primary expres- 


sion of the mouth is a feeding expres- 
sion and that tills probably has been 
modified and evolved In connection 
with a variety of attention phenomena, 
Mr. Stanley suggests that it would b«. 
worth while to make a detailed study 
of expression in infants and young ani- 
mals with this point in view.—St Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


CVmtoerce o£ the Philippine*. 


The commerce of these islands has 


been estimated by some authorities at 
$50,000,000 a year, but it is probably 
much greater, the chief exports being 
sugar, tobacco and hemp. Of Manila 
uigars the yearly product is several hun- 
dred million, one factory alone employ- 
ing 10,000 hands, and of Manila hemp 
the yearly product is probably 200,000 
tons. One factory in Manila produces 
40,000,000 cigarettes in a single year. 


The imports are also of enormous 


value. The United States sends tha 
Philippines chiefly kerosene oil and 
flour, while England, Germany and 
France sell them print cloths, white 
drilling, hardware, canned goods, etc. 
There are other large towns in the 
islands, but most of the imports are 
landed at Manila and are shipped to 
them by. local steamera One company 
alone has 87 steamers engaged in looal 
and coastwise trade, their ships ranging 
in size from 500 to 3,000 tons.—Isaao 
M. EJJ.iott in BSribner'a. 


Tbe Buccaneer*. 


The original "boucaniers" were a 


wild and picturesque gang. 
To tbe 


waist they.were' generally clothed in 
a sunburned and weatber beaten skin, 
and tney wore pantaloons of a coarse 
linen, dyed and stiffened with the blood 
of bulls and pigs and held up by a belt 
of rawhide, stuck full of deadly knives. 
Their apparel terminated with pigskin 
boots and no stockings, and they car- 
ried a long barreled firelock, loaded 
with ounce balls of lead. 


They were animated with a common 


hatred of the Spaniard, which in their 
eyes justified any attack upon his per- 
son or property, and by a wild sort of 
attachment to each other in their peril- 
ous lives, which led to their being 
known as the "Brethren of the Coast." 


When the Spaniards drove them into 


the career of marauders upon the 
sea, the word buccaneer took a new 
meaning, though they were also known 
as freebooters. 
This was a mongrel 


English word, "buiten" being Butch 
and "bueten" German for plunder. Of 
this word the French made ''fribus- 
ter," with the s silent, and then soften- 
ed it to "filibuetier," which the Span- 
iards modified into filibusters. So we 
finally got the word back, with a new 
meaning and a special application as 
"filibuster."—"Toe West Indies," by 
Amos Kidder Fiske.

MORE MARRIAGES THIS YEAR 


But Number Not Increasing as Rapidly 


as Population 


Including today, the last day o'f the 


first seven m'onths of the year, there 
have been recorded at city hill 128 
marriages In the city tnis year. This 
shows that in) all probability the total 
i.umber of marriages this year will be 
larger than that of last year, the cor- 
responding number at the same time 
last year being: only 106. 


To V.-ne who considers the growth of 


the city, the nlumber of marriages from 
year to year remains so nearly constant 
as to cause surprise. hTe city la sup- 
posed to have grown in population 
about one third during thei last 10 
years, and yet in 1890 the nlumbur ' t 
marriages was only nine less than last 
year. There has been a fairly steady 
increase, but not at all in proportion 
to the growth in) the size of the eity, 
indicating that there must be an in- 
creasing bashfulness on the part of the 
young men, t>r maybe the young 
women, of the city. 


This same fact has been' noticed in 


other cities, and is sometimes ascribed 
to the increased cost of living and sup- 
porting a family, without a corres- 
ponding increase in salaries. It has 
been suggested that the new rule of 
the ministers in this city restricting 
the marriages which they perform, ac- 
cording to resolutions which have been 
drawn up and which will be sent to all 
other ministerial associations in the 
fall, may still further prevent the in- 
crease inl marriages. 


The figures for the last 10 years in 


this city are as foll'ows: 1889, 179; 1890, 
199; 1891, 161; 1892, 178; 1893, 168; 1894, 
190; 1895, 202; 1896, 193; 1897, 196; 1898, 
1S4; 1899, 208; 1900, seven months, 128. 


New Evening Mail to Boston 


Postmaster Darby has made a new 


arrangement for an evening mail to 
Boston which will be greatly appreciat- 
ed by the business men of the city.

Col. Clark Issues Orders of Interest to 


Company Commanders 


Colonel Clark of the Second regifn&nt 


hus issued the following orders of in- 
teicst: 


Company commanders will give par- 


ticular attention to the instruction of 
theiv men in riflefirins, and this should 
include the nomenclature of the rule, 
the precautions necessary for its care 
and preservation, sighting, position1 and 
aiming drills, and 
individual 
rang-^ 


practice. Where the range will admit 
of its being dome with safety, the com- 
pany or grtirups, should be instructed in 
collective fire, which is controlled fire 
under such direction that the bullets 
are concentrated on chosen objectives. 
In view of the fact that individual fire 
can bs utilized only within 400 yards, 
it is of equal importance tha,t there 
should be instruction on collective fire. 


Tb these should be added instruction 


in the estimation of distance and in 
the theoretical principles relating to 
rifle firing, ami its application in ac- 
tion. 


Constant 
and 
painstaking 
efforts 


should be made to qualify every man 
as a marksman. No officer should fail 
to qualify with both rifle and revolver, 
and field and staff officers will send in 
their scbres as soon, as made. 


Each company commander should at 


once organize a company team and put 
it at work for., the regimental compe- 
tition. 


The- regimental inspector of rifle prac-' 


tice is hereby directed to visit each 
company as soon as possible on its re- 
gular drill night, giving1 one week's 
notice of his visit, at which time the 
captain will devote the evening to ex- 
emplifying his method of instructing 
the men in the preliminary drills and 
exercises. This 'work will include the 
fkomcnciatara of the rifle, the pre- 
cautions necessary for its care, to stome 
extent the general principles governing 
the 
motion of projectiles, 
sighting 


drill, aiming- drill, with" and without 
the tripod, and position drill. 


This work will be carefully observed 


by the inspector, and a minute record 
kept of it and the manner in which it 
is dtome by each company, and a report 
of same will be made without delay to 
these headquarters.

design on the face of the coin bears a 
striking resemblance to the Goddess 
of Liberty of our own currency, and 
underneath is the one word "Demos," 
which means "the people." On the 
other side is the figure of Diana, with 
her bow arched, and the Inscription, 
"Diana, Friend of the Philadelphlans." 
When this coin was struck off, Phila- 
delphia was the most Important city of 
Lydia. The prize was picked up in 
Europe by Joseph Mickley, a cele- 
brated Philadelphia violin maker and 
numismatist of high repute, who pre- 
sented It to the mint—Philadelphia 
Record.

DIAMOND DOLLARS OF 1804. ! 


Only Four of the Original Coinage 


of 10.B7O In Existence. 
I 


"Every now and then one reads about 


the discovery of another of the famous 
'diamond dollars' of 1804," said a gen- 
tleman of this city who owns one of 
the finest private collections of coins 
aad medals In the south. "The dollars 
of that date are popularly supposed to 
be worth from $1,000 to $2,000 apiece, 
and If a few originals could be pro- 
duced I dare say they would bring that 
Qgure easily enough. But it happens, 
unlucky, that there are only four on 
earth, and they are locked up in the 
vaults of the treasury building at 
Washington and 'couldn't be bought at 
any price. They are what are known 
as the 'test pieces," which are always 
laid aside whenever a new coin is 
struck, and the rest of the issue is at 
this moment quietly reposing unStsr 
several miles of deep blue sea. The 
true story is rather interesting. 
In 


1804 the mint at Philadelphia is known 
to have turned out 19,370 silver dollars. 
That was the entire issue, barring the 
test pieces I have just spoken of, and 
it was never put into circulation. The 
whole lot, just as it came from the 
stamping presses, was dumped Into an 
iron chest and put on board a mer- 
chantman bound for China. It waa 
directed to the captain of a United 
States frigate then in oriental waters, 
and was totended to be used in paying 
certain expenses connected with the 
service. The merchantman ran into a 
Chinese typhoon and went to the bot- 
tom, where to the best of my informa- 
tion she still remains, iron' chest and 
all, and that is the reason your Uncle 
Sam is the only collector in the world 
who has a Complete set of American 
dollars. Every other collection, includ- 
ing my own, is short one issue, and the 
gap will never be filled until the sea 
gives up it3 own." 


"Do you mean to tell us, then," said 


a listener to the foregoing, "that all 
the 'diamond dollars' now in private 
cabinets are counterfeits?*' 
"By no 


meaas," replied the collector. "I own 
an 1S04 dollar myself, and there are at 
least three others, to my knowledge, in 
the south. They were Issued by the 
gsverojnent and are perfectly good and 
legal coins, but they are not originals. 
They are what sre known technically 
as 'restrikes.' In the early days, when 
the mints had a few coins left over 
from one year to another, they would 
change the date by striking them with 
a special die, an operation that can al- 
ways be detected by an expert. For 
some reason or other, nobody knows 
just why, a few dollars of the 1800 is- 
sue were restruck in 1804 and put in 
circulation. It is probable that the total 
number was not over 40 or 50, and a 
good many have been lost. The ones in 
existence are worth $150 apiece, and 
, 


you may rest assured that all the 'dia- 
mond dollars' not mere imitations be- , 
long to this little lot of restrikes. 
I 


"Of course, some of them have been 


•old to green collectors as originals, 
and I was myself the innocent cause of 
such a transaction only a few years 
ago. A friend of mine, who lives in an 
adjoining state, and who owns a great 
many rare and beautiful coins, tele- ' 
graphed me one day asking whether 
$500 was too much for a genuine 1804 
dollar. I took It for granted that he 
knew the facts about the issue, and 
after puzzling over the message for a 
considerable time concluded that it 
was an obscure joke of some kind and 
that I was simply too stupid to see the 
point. So I wired back advising him to 
buy a bushel at that figure, and he 
promptly closed the deal. It turned out 
afterward that the coin was a restrike, 
and my friend has never quite forgiven 
me. What deceived him was the fact 
that the piece was known positively to 
have been locked up in an old chest at 
Savannah since 1812. That did away 
with the counterfeit theory, and the 
only thing he was doubtful about was 
the price."— New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat

The manufacture of silk has for sev- 


eral centuries been the chief business 
of Lyons, France.

tige of these was swept away by north- 
ern invasions. The present silk indus- 
try was taken there from Italy and 
Spain and the Levant about the year 
1466 under the fostering care of Louis 
XI. He imported machinery and weav- 
ers Tith the expressed purpose of di- 
minishing the stream of gold then flow- 
Ing into foreign countries. It is re- 
corded that five aunes of silk at that 
time cost from 300 to 400 francs, or 
from 48 to 60 francs ($9.26 to $11.58) a 
yard, money then being worth about 
four times its present value.

Cnriotu Italian OIg*nk 


A curious cigar seen in the Italian

When (he cigar is made, a 
broom splint ion;: cuongh to renoh al- 
most to the ligbi 1.1;; end'of the oigar is 
run through the bcraw, and the cigar ia 
made around that. The broom splint is 
cut long enough so that a quarter or 
half an .inch of it projects clear of the 
straw mouthpiece. 


When the cigar is to be smoked, the 


broom splint is withdrawn. The open- 
ing through it'where tho splint waa 
makes the digar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at the slender end 
keeps the oigar open • there.

cigars, made of strong, dork tobacco, 
are solcfr'at retail for a cent each.—Now

It is expected that a 
state engineer will be here within a day 
or so to take the cross sections neces- 
sary before the specifications for the 
work can be made out.

Automobilists who plan! to ride north tj 
the hills of Vermont, and who have 
steam propelled machines, will find the 
following from the public statutes of 
the state somewhat discouraging: 


The owner or person in charge of a 


carriage, vehicle or eiilgine propelled by 
steam, except road rollers, shall n'ot 
cause or permit the same to pass over, 
through or uponl any public street or 
highway, except upon railway tracks, 
unless he sends, at lease one-eighth of 
a mile in advance of the same, a person 
of mature age to notify and warn all 
persons traveling upon 'or iisirig- the 
street or highway with horses or other 
domestic animals; and at night such 
person shall, except in an incorporatel 
village or city, carry a red light. , A 
person vi'olating the provisions of this 
act shall be finted not more than $10 for 
each offense.

He found 
that she had diphtheria, and that owing 
to her inability to speak French she had 
been unable t\> obtain prompt medical 
treatment.

There are'no changes in the 
fish laws, but several in the game laws 
which will be of interest to hunters, 
especially as a more determined effort 
will be made this year to enforce then& 
than has been the case in recent years.'
